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IF anyone had gone into 
Windsor Arts Centre in a 
wheelchair on Saturday, I 
swear they would have 
walked out at the end — 
such was the power of 
surely the most highly- 
charged gig Twelfth 
Night have ever per¬ 
formed. 

It almost turned into a 
faith-healing session as 
band and audience alike 
were swamped in emotion. 

As an evening’s 
entertainment and 
musical performance, it 
was well-nigh unbeatable. 

Melodramatic, you ask? 
Perhaps — certainly to a 
cynic, the sea of adulating 
hands during the third 
encore. Love Song, could 
easily be construed as 
skilfull showmanship. 

But to sit through it and 
experience five strangers 
tugging at your insides is 
quite an eerie feeling. 

It is easy to see how 


performers of all kinds, 
and especially today's 
musicians, become 
obsessed with their own 
ego when they reach the 
top — and that is surely 
the direction Twelfth 
Night are heading. 

As pure entertainers 
and providers of a good 
show, they are getting 
better all the time, as 
their confidence grows. 

New front man, Andy 
Sears, has breathed fresh 
life into all the members of 
the band and has 
established a rapport 
right across the board and 
so does not just rely on 
bass player, Clive Mitten, 
for visual impact. 

Before, there was never 
any question that the 
other three (Brian Devoil, 
drums; Rick Battersby, 
keyboards; Andy Revell, 
guitars* were not ‘in’ to 
what they were doing, but 
now they are so obviously 
enjoying performing as 
well. 
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Being so small, Andy 
Sears moves around the 
rest of the group like a 
puppy chasing its tail. His 
few ventures to his 
percussion kit add a real 
bite to the drum rhythm. 

As a singer, he has 
incredible power and 
range, again remarkable 
because of his size. . . and 
on Saturday he was 
suffering from laryngitis! 

In their gigging over 
the past few years 
Twelfth Night have 
matured into an 
extremely tight outfit — 
which is vital for the 
constant and complex 
speed and chord changes 
that permeate all their 
pieces. 

Everything, from the 
vibrant, catchy Pact And 
Fiction to the moody and 
almost self-indulgent 
Sequences, was 

meticulous in 

arrangement and style. 

With a sell-out 
supporting set at 
Hammersmith Odeon only 
days away. Twelfth Night 
on Saturday were 
probably looking at that 
as their next step up the 
slippery musical pole. 

But I doubt if they will 
forget that night at 
Windsor in a hurry — it 
was probably the nearest 
thing the audience have 
come to a religious 
experience. — J.O. 
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A CONSUMING desire 
to celebrate the end of 
term, and, it has to be 
said, a hard core of hero 
worship, combined on Fri¬ 
day night to pack the main 
hall of Salisbury Tech 
College for an end-of-tour 
performance by Reading’s 
mi ddl e-cla ss metallurgists 
Twelfth Night. 


Hailed m certain quar¬ 
ters of the music press to 
be hot on the heels of 
Mariilion in the “new- 
wave glam-rock move¬ 


ment”, Twelfth Night’s 
display of pomp and 
circumstance, with all the 
customary trimmings of 
success (lasers, search¬ 
lights, thunder flashes and 
an audience who knew the 
words) provoked a lively 
response. 

Their standard of music¬ 
ianship couldn’t be denied 
on a technical level, but 
the amateur theatricals 
and cliche guitar riffs were 
predictably old hat. They 
appeared about as glamor¬ 
ous as stale scones. 
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In their favour, diminu¬ 
tive singer Andy Sears had 
a powerful voice, the 
whole show generated 
energy and excitement in 
their converts, but in try¬ 
ing to be more meaning¬ 
ful than most, Twelfth 
Night tumbled headlong 
into the trap of preten¬ 
tiousness. Hiding behind 
empty rhetoric, both fact 
and fiction have a hollow 


Such a hotch-potch of 
other influences, from ado¬ 
lescent Peter Gabriel (but 
he grew up!) to 70s 
Sweet (but that was ten 
years ago) could see them 
doing well, judging by 
current trends. 

It’s rare to see a band 
so well-rehearsed, but 
when they’ve got it so off 
to a tee that even the de- 
cidely macho fondling and 
glowering pouts between 
members of the band seem 
stage-managed, you yearn 


The audience gave the 
band a good time, and 
Twelfth Night returned 
the compliment but left 
me cold.

TWELFTH NIGHT have been 
slogging their progressive 
guts out on the live circuit for 
nearly three tortuous years. 
They've established a 
reasonable following and 
have an engaging repertoire 
to match, and now look set to 
follow the odious laws of 
natural justice and make a 
realistic challenge to the big 
boys Marillion and Pallas. 

Appearing before the eager 
beaver camera lenses of a 
trans-global Marquee satellite 
show (huh, the wonders of 
modem science!) they pulled 
out a thoroughly entertaining 
and fascinating 90 minutes of 
aggressive techno rock laced 
with taunting lyrical 
reverence. 

Yeah, the Twelfth Might hit 
squad not only peel out some 
extra classy rhythms but they 
also provide some thoughtful 
preaching. The songs have 
true depth and the lyrics are 
poignant to the point of mild 
soul stirring, but not in the 
kind of upper class Floydian 
ashion that this kind of tosh

More of 
a co-headliner than anything else, 
Twelfth Night easily pulled enough 
people to the Pallas gig to strongly 
underline their position as a British 
band too big to continually pull out 
all the stops at, say, the Marquee 
night after night yet just that wee bit 
too 'unknown' to justify or warrant 
a big London promoter putting on 
their own headlining gig at the 
Hammersmith Odeon. Realistically, 
the same could be said for the 
ambitious Pallas boys - more of 
which later... 

Twelfth Night opened the show 
with Th,e Ceiling Speaks', an 
appropriate introduction 
considering the magical response 
they received from the miniature 
army of zealots they'd brought with 
them from Reading. First and 
foremost, the band impressed with 
their studied-cool, their confident 
approach to the proceedings. They 
waste no time wool-gathering with 
amateur theatrics, they get right 
down to business. 

The strength of the group lies in 
their depth of material. Melody and 
songs permeate their repertoire 
with a refreshing combination of 
power and sensitivity. New singer 
Andy Sears had a hell of a job on 
his hands stepping into the shoes of 
the now departed Geoff Mann, who 
apart from anything else was 
reponsible for writing the lion's 
share of the Twelfth Night 
catalogue. Sears has moulded the 
material into shapes and designs 
more fitting to his range, backed, of 
course, by the moody grace of 
Andy Revell on lead guitar, Rick 
Battersby on keyboards, Brian 
Devoil on drums and Clive Mitten 
on bass.
